Mr.  Sauls  was  discovered  Monday 
afternoon  at  2 o’clock  lying  atop  the 
furnace,  by  his  son,  Mr.  Kiefer  B. 
Sauls,  purchasing  agent  of  Brigham 
Young  university.  Kiefer  had  gone  to 
the  boiler  room  when  he  became 
anxious  after  a 'phone  call  from  his 
mother  who  said  that  his  father  had 
not  returned  home  since  7 a.  m. 

Kiefer  was  suspicious  of  the  boiler 
room  because  burned  gas  fumes  had 
been  seeping  into  the  Maeser  build- 
ing all  morning,  evidently  coming 
from  the  tunnel  leading  from  the 
boiler  room,  according  to  university 
officials. 

When  Kiefer  opened  the  door  to  the 
boiler  room,  the  room  was  filled  with 
flue  gas,  which  contained  the  deadly 
carbon  monoxide,  which  had  ascend- 
ed to  the  ceiling.  He  saw  the  feet  of 
his  father  protruding  from  the  top  edge 
of  the  boiler  and  made  an  attempt  to 
ascend  the  stairway  to  him,  but  was 
driven  back  by  the  gas  which  nearly 
overcame  him.  He  then  notified  the 
fire  department  and  President  Frank- 
lin S.  Harris.

He  assumed  his 
new  duties  immediately  after  the 
meeting.

Firemen  Frank  Cole  and  Glen 
Clark  of  the  Provo  fire  department 
wore  gas  masks  while  removing  Mr. 
Sauls.  City  physician  C.  M.  Smith 
said  he  had  been  dead  several  hours. 

A broken  damper  chain  on  the  gas 
furnace  had  closed  the  outlet  of  the 
smokestack,  causing  the  room  to  be- 
come filled  with  the  burned  flue  gas 
Mr.  Sauls  had  ascend,ed  the  stair- 
way to  the  top  of  the  boiler  to  get  the 
broken  chain,  apparently  not  sensing 
the  danger.  He  had  taken  it  and  re- 
turned to  the  'Steam  dome  where  he 
was  climbing  over  a cross  beam 
when  he  was  overcome,  according  to 
Fire  Chief  Clyde  Scott. 

Mr.  Sauls,  who  was  63,  was  born  in 
South  Carolina,  August  17,  1871,  a 
son  of  John  and  Mary  Bowers  Sauls. 
He  lived  there  during  his  boyhood 
and  youth  and  married  Mary  Terry 
April  22,  1894  at  Grays,  South  Caro- 
lina. 

Aftfer  joining  the  L.  D.  S.  church, 
they  moved  to  Mexico  for  a short 
period,  but  soon  returned  to  the 
south  where  Mr.  Sauls  worked  in  the 
turpentine  refining  industry. in  several 
southern  states  until  1916,  except  for 
a short  period  spent  in  Arizona.  They 
came  to  Utah  in  1916,  settling  in  Car- 
bon county,  where  Mr.  Sauls  was  em- 
ployed in  the  coal  mining  industry  un- 
til 1921.  At  this  time  he  was  made  as- 
sociate superintendent  of  buildings 
and  campus  at  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity, and  had  charge  of  the  univer- 
sity’s upper  campus  until  his  death. 

Most  of  the 'improvements  on  the 
upper  campus  of  the  university  have 
been  made  under  his  supervision.  He 
was  an  excellent  mechanic  and  has 
perfected  a number  of  devices  used 
in  the  various  buildings. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  one 
son,  Kiefer  B.,  Provo,  and  one  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  "V.  I.  Bentley,  Willows,  Cal., 
who  was  in  Provo  visiting  with  her 
parents  when  the  accident  occurred. 

The  body  was  taken  to  the  Deseret 
Mortuary  until  the  funeral.

But  it’s  only  right  that  if  a 
Yale  - Harvard  Princeton  tradition  is 
to  exist,  it  rightly  should  be  with 
Utah  - Utah  Aggies  and  the  B.  Y.  U. 


Are  not  all  great  traditional 
games  played  late  in  the  season? 


Coach  Ott  Romney  was  insistent 
that  wc  play  Utah  in  November  for 
several  reasons.  In  the  first  place, 
there  is  always  more  rebuilding  and 
replacing  necessary  in  the  Cougar 
ranks  than  goes  on  at  Utah  because  of 
the  size  of  the  squad.  Second,  there  is 
the  breaking  down  of  team  moral 
when  beaten  by  a top-heavy  score 
' early  in  the  season,  as  was  the  case 
this  year.  Third,  drubbings  early  in 
the  season  have  a direct  bearing  on 
the  finances  of  later  games.  The  de- 
feat by  Utah  cost  us'  several  thousand 
dollars  this  year  in  smaller  gates  at 
the  Colorado  U.  game  at  Ogden,  the 
Homecoming  game  here  and  the 
Denver  game  at  Denver. 


In  my  opinion,  the  1935  foot- 
ball schedule  is  the  best  B.  Y.  U. 
has  ever  had.  Games  were  sched- 
uled with  teams  our  size.  This 
way  it  is  possible  to  build  up  a 
reputation  for  our  two  traditional 
games. 


^Coach  Romney  could  have  sched- 
uled games  with  two  strong  Colorado 
teams  but  he  is  all  “washed  up”  on 
the  idea  of  “crucifying  his  team  for 
$1,000.” 

While  it  was  B.  Y.  U.’s.  turn  to 
have  the  Wyoming  Cowboys  here  in 
1935,  it  was  feared  that  five  home 
games  would  be  too  much.  Wyoming 
will  probably  come  here  in  1936  when 
we  may  not  be  so  fortunate  in  sched- 
uling home  games.

The  faculty  committee  approved 
the  rule  barring  freshmen  from  tak- 
ing part  in  any  varsity  sport.

Two  other  changes  proposed  by 
the  rules  committee  were  adopted  by 
the  faculty  group  which  alone  has  au- 
thority to  alter  the  code.  One  was  that 
students  from  high  schools  who  wish 
to  participate  in  conference  athletics 
must  be  graduates.  The  other  rule 
change  provides  that  graduates  of 
junior  colleges,  transferring  to  col- 
leges in  the  conference,  may  continue 
their  athletic  careers  without  inter- 
ruption, with  two  years  of  varsity 
competition  open  to  them.

B.Y.U.  Hoopsters 
Trim  CYO  63-37 
In  Monday  Fracas 

B.  Y.  U.’s  powerful  basketball 
team  rang  up  its  fourth  consecutive 
hoop  victory  of  the  preseason  sched- 
ule Monday  night  when  they  turned 
back  the  challenger  of  Bingham’s  Ca- 
tholic Youth’s  organization.  The  score 
was  63  to  37.  In  a preliminary  tussle, 
the  junior  varsity  defeated  the  Wa- 
satch L.  D.  S.  ward  five  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  29  to  25. 

The  Cougars  were  slow  getting  un- 
der way,  and  the  invaders  built  up  an 
early  lead — a lead  that  melted,  how- 
ever, as  the  Cougars  rallied  to  gain  a 
12  to  10  advantage  at  the  end  of  the 
first  quarter.  In  the  second  period  the 
Cougars  clicked,  and  ran  into  a 32-15 
lead  at  half  time,  Bingham  having  a 
bad  streak  at  the  hoop  in  this  period. 

In  the  third  period  the  Cougars  put 
on  the  best  exhibition  of  the  evening, 
and  ran  up  a 43-23  advantage  over  the 
Bingham  team,  only  to  see  C.  Y.  O.

where  they  will  tangle  with  three  of 
the  strongest  basketball  teams  in  th:it 
section. 

The  team  will  play  Creighton  uni- 
versity at  Omaha,  Nebraska  on  Dec. 
20.  Creighton  has  an  outstanding  rec- 
ord in  its  own  conference,  being  Mis- 
souri valley  champion  tw.o  years  ago 
and  runner  up  for  the  title  last  season.
